Honolulu, June 2.— (A P )—‘The 
trimotored 
monoplane 
Southern 
Cross landed at Wheeler field at 
noon yesterday, 
completing 
the 
first leg of a 7788-mile adventure j 
from California to Australia. 
The 2400-mile 
ocean hop wa« 
made in twenty-seven hours and 
tw enty-eight minutes. 
A race w ith a fast-failing gaso­ 
line Hupply developed in the clos­ 
ing hours of the flight, and there 
were tense moments 
when 
the 
plane’s radio, which had sent out 
a dramatic account of the hop_»s. 
fears and emotion of the crew of 
four, flashed a message, “Guess we 
are lost.” 
Fifth Air Crossing 
There was little fuel to spare 
when the Fokker came to a holt 
after its long cruise. 
It was the 
fifth time the perilous air passage 
had been negotiated. 
Commanded by Captain Charles 
Kingsford-Smith and with a crew 
of Charles T. P. Ulm, relief pilot; 
Jam es W arner, radio operator, and 
L{eutenant H arry Lyon, navigator, 
the plane took off from Oakland 
at 8:51 a. rn., Pacific time, T hurs­ 
day. 
“ We had a beautiful trio; no 
trouble at all,” said K ingsfrrd- 
Smith. first to leave 
the

amid the plaudits of the Hawaiian 
populace. 
“ We will continue, as 
planned, to Suva.” 
May Hop Off Today 
If the schedule is followed the 
fliers will hop off within a day or 
two on the second leg of 8100 milos 
to Suva, on the tiny Fiji islands. 
The takeoff will he from a special­ 
ly constructed runw ay on the sands 
of Kauai island.

nounced today by the Gettysburg 
water company, a subsidiary of 
the North American water works 
company. 
Unless protests are carried to 
the commission, a new multiple 
minimum 
rate 
for 
buildings, 
containing 
apartments 
a n d 
stores, which would boost con­ 
siderably the present minimum 
charges 
for 
water 
for 
such 
buildings, will become effective 
July I. 
Copies of the supplement, filed 
by the water company with the 
public 
service 
commission, 
changing the definition of com­ 
mercial consumers and adding 
a rule to provide for the multi­ 
ple minimum charge, were re­ 
ceived today by the owners of 
buildings which would be af­ 
fected by the changes. 
Under the present schedule of 
tariffs, to buildings containing 
apartments, 
stores, offices and 
shops, the commercial rate in 
applicable, and the owner pays 
only one minimum meter charge 
of $24 a year. 
But under the 
proponed 
schedule, 
owners 
of 
such structures will be charg­ 
ed the minimum residential rate 
of $18 a year for each apartment, 
store, 
office 
or 
shop in their 
buildings. 
Rate Lower; Fay More 
Thus, while the minimum meter 
rate is lowered, 
the 
aggregate 
minimum charge will be far in ex­ 
cess of the amount now paid. 
For example, 
the 
owner of a 
building in which there is a store, 
an office and three apartm ents has 
been paying the commercial mini­ 
mum of $24 a year for his w ater. 
Under the proposed tariff, the own­ 
er will pay a yearly minimum of 
$90, based on five residential mini­ 
mums of $18 each. 
In an apartm ent building where 
a shop, office or other business 
uses more than the minimum 20,- 
000 gallons of water a year, the 
w ater registered by the meter will 
be divided by the number of con­ 
sumers.
